CARR IS GONE 


Due a Nice Little Hole TUrough. 
• 
The Station House Wall. 


Easy FilflUt of a Prominent 'Contractor 


and Alleoed Embezzler or $600. 


With »n Old Bolt He Find* It »n Easy Job 


to Dig Through Rotten Wftllt—Hlg 


Track* Are Few—Why Wa» He Not 


Locked Up in ft Cell With othe 


Other PrUoneri ? 


William E. Oarr, a former contractor 


ai^d partner of Ohas. Ball, arrested and 
locked up in the city station house Sat 
urdaj'^on the charge of embezzeling 
$600 of the funds of Oarr & Ball, made 
his escape from prison this morning by 
digging through the wall of the sta- 
tion house. He went ,ont sometime 
between 
three and 
half-past 
four 


o'clock. Officer Herrick, who makes it 
a point to call around at the station 
houstf every hour or so to see that 
everything is all right, says Carr was 
lying on the bench apparently asleep at 
throe 
o'clock, 
when he made his 


rounds. 
The officer noted 
nothing 


suspicions about the place. 
At half- 


past four Herrick called at the station 
house again and found Oarr missing 
and the tell-tale hole in the wall 
through which he had made good his 
escape. 
The other officers were im- 


mediately notified, but a most diligent 
search throughout the city until- day- 
light failed to turn up any trace of the 
missing'man. The authorities are still 
completely in tho dark as to his where- 
abouts, and there is not a single good 
clue on which to work. 


It was no hard task Oarr had to work 


his way to liberty; He had everything 
well planned beforehand and not a sin- 
gle prisoner in the station house knew 
he was working his way out, although 
it was within sight of five or six. The 
gas was turned down low, and spread- 
ing a towel down on the floor to keep 
the brick from making a noise, he 
went to work on the south side, directly 
underneath one of the middle windows. 
The wall is only eight inches through, 
with nothing but brick and a very, thin 
mortar in which to work. He started 
first to pick out the mortar with his 
lead pencil, which was found lying on 
the floor, bearing unmistakable marks 
of having been used for that purpose. 
There is an iron bolt through the wall, 
on one end of which was a hook for 
hanging buckets. It has a nut on the 
outside. By some moans he succeeded 
in unscrewing and taking out this 
bolt, which gave him an excellent tool 
for working out the bricks, which 
wore all carefxilly taken inside and 
placed on the towel. Less than two 
dozen bricks wore taken out, leaving. 
an irregular shaped hole, the largest 
dimensions of which were fourteen, .by 
nineteen inches. It was the work of 
but a few minutes, his experience as 
a brick layer standing him in exoojblont 
use. From tho courtway outside, he 
climbed over the back fence and prob- 
ably struck direct for Front streekpiK- • 


It seems a little singular that C*rr 


should have been allowed the freedom 
of tho station house corridor, while 
other- prisoners, on mere petty sen- 
tences, were confined in the cells. A 
man with a penitentiary sentence star- 
ing him in the face is always sure to 
take advantage of all means of escape. 
Even hobos are locked in cells when 
put iii for a night's lodging for fear 
they will kick a hole in tho thin, rot- 
teii wall just for fun. Only one other 
prisoner, young Josephs, was outside 
of the cells and was offered a chance 
to escape. Ho only has a few more 
days to servo out, so he made no at- 
tempt to follow Onrr. If the embezzler 
had been locked in a cell, as is the gen- 
eral rule with all prisoners at night, 
he would not have escaped. 


It will be remembered that Oarr 


camo to Portsmouth a year or so ^ ago 
from Maysvillo, and forming a partner 
ship with Chas. Ball, they contracted 
for considerable ; building. While at 
work on tho Labold building on Ghilli- 
cotho street, Carr drew quite a sum of 
money froji, the bank one Saturday to 
pay off his men. He did not pay them, 
however, but left for parts unknown, 


Bnll soon discovered that he was a 


loser to tho tune of something like 
$000 by the rascality of his partner. 
This was ,i\t>out four months ago, and 
nothing wiw over heard of him until 
his name w.^s printed as one of the vie 
tims of tho recent Cincinnati gasoline 
explosion. This was a mistake. Carr 
caiuo buck to Portsmouth last Saturday 
ami was immediately placed under ar 
rest and locked up on the charge of em- 
bezzling $600 of tho funds of Carr & 
Ball. Ho could not secure bondsmen 
and was trying to get word to Mays 
ville friends of his predicament. 


Tho escaped man, who is now very 


badly wanted answers to the following 
description: Ho is of rather small 
build, about 85 years'old, weighs 145 
pounds, 5 feet, 7 inches tall. 
Has 


rather light hair, with light brown 
mustache, wears brown stiff hat, gray 
coat and vest, with black pants and tan 
shoes. 
Has n very marked Southern 


brogue and uses poor grammar in his 
conversation. 
Is of rather excitable 


turn of mind. 
Any information con- 


cerning him will be thankfully received 
by Chief of Police Frank Wntkius.
